Officials Doubt Complications. 


But officials here do not anticipate 
complications on this score, although 
they will feel.easier when all the Latin 
American adherences are received. 

There may be complications in Latin 
American countries if the plan for a 
Monroe Doctrine reservation is carried 
out in the Senate, as a necessary ac- 
tion in connection with ratification. 

This is because of a tendency in cer- 
tain Latin America.. countries to regard 
the Monroe Doctrine as a possible future 
excuse for interference by the United 
States in their internal political af- 
fairs. 

Administration senators may stress 
this point, in urging that the treaty be 
ratified with a Monroe Doctrine reserva- 
tion. It is understood that Senator 
Porah, chairman of the Senate foreign 
relations committee, will oppose the 
reservation.

Richmond, Va., Sept. 10 (A.P.).—

Tonight he assured the correspondent 
of the Associated Press that the French 
had definitely decided to make the full 
accord public during the disarmament 
discussions before the assembly com- 
mittee. He added that the understand- 
ing would be introduced merely in 
passing as an example of the efforts 
being made to hasten disarmament, 

In his address M. Briand had termed 
the accord “a favorable act of rap- 
prochement” between divergent views re- 
vealed in the last disarmament confer- 
ence. He complained, somewhat bit- 
terly, that som persons had. said im- 
Mediately that it embodied “something 
unhealthy.” Instead of asking “for 
whom,” these persons had _ asked 
“against whom,” said .he minister. They 
had spoken of “secreu clauses and ail 
the paraphernalia which does not take 
on a pacific aspect.” 

In reality. said M. Briand, 
Was much simpler, and he said that the 
world would learn that France and 
Great Britain had genuinely striven to 
facilitate the work preparatory to a 
disarmament conference. 

In other parts of his speech M. Bri- 
and replied pointedly to the German 
contention that that nation had been 
disarmed while other countries show no 
signs of reduction in armed forces. 

“Instead of being disarmed, Germany 
has an army of 100,000 men,” he said 
“Germany also has a magnificent reser- 
voir of man power from which she may 
draw a much larger army.” 

The French statesman criticized Rus- 
sia for increasing her armaments and 
for “glorying in it.” While the Soviet 
Union by adhering to the Kellogg pact 
has renounced wars of aggression, he 
said that he did not know that it had 
renounced another kind of war, a con- 
test which some regard as a “holy 
war.” He dubbed Russia's project for 
complete disarmament a “theatrical 
gesture.” 

China, in the balloting today, was 
short seven votes of the majority need- 
ed to make her reeligible for a counci] 
seat. Her term, with those of Holland 
and Colombia, has just expired. Among 
the other unsuccessful candidates ior 
council seats were Norway, Siam, Den- 
mark, Paraguay and Uruguay.

FARMERS DOUBT HOOVER 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 10 (A.P.):—As- 
Surances that he has an excellent 
chance of carrying Nebraska were given 
Gov. Smith tonight by former Senator 
Gilbert M. Hitchcock, Omaha newspaper 
publisher. during a call on the Demo- 
ciatic presidential nominee at the ex- 


“ecutive mansion. 


Hitchcock, who, with his wife, made 
a trip from New York to have dinner 
with the governor, told him that Ne- 
braska, which the Republicans carried 
in the last two presidential campaigns, 
was “shaping up quite favorably,” for 
him. He expressed confidence that 
his home State would be in the Demo- 
cratic column in November. 

Hitchcock, who was Nebraska’s “fav- 
Orite son” candidate for the Democratic 
presidentian nomination at Houston, 
sald that many Republicans, business 
anda professional men in Omaha, were 
ralying to Smith’s support; that the 
German vote, estranged after the war, 
was coming back to the Democratic 
fold, and that the farmers and La 
Follette supporters in 1924 looked with 
favor on the Democratic ticket. 

“The farmers are not solely for 
Smith on his own account,” the former 
senator told newspaper men after his 
chat with the presidential nominee, 
“put there is a widespread feeling 
among them that Hoover was unfriend- 
ly to them during the war as food ad- 
ministrator.”’ 

The governor's visitor also expressed 
the view that the recent drop in the 
price of wheat was making the farm- 
ers realize the importance of the crop 
surplus problem, and was causing them 
to look with increased favor on the 
Democratic nominee. 

Mr. Hitchcock said that one of the 
factors in Herbert Hoover's favor was 
the apparent support given him by 
women. He said prohibition was cut- 
ting some figure, but was not doing 
Smith the harm in his State that had 
been expected. He added that there 
was a “mild case” of an anti-Catholic 
“whispering” campaign against the 
Democratic standard bearer in Ne- 
braska.

SEIZURES OF LIQUOR

This is in contrast to 21,702 gallons of 
spirituous and 1,421 gallons of mait 
products nabbed in 1926-27. 

The increase in captures of malt liq- 
ors, in the face of the marked fall in 
apirituous, is typical of the figures for 
nearly all of the States thus far com- 
piled. 

If, again, consumption proceeds 1n 
the same ratio confiscations, then 
the country’s taste is rapidly turning 
from spirits to somewhat milder forms 
of liquid stimulants. This would con- 
firm the already indicated tendency 
toward more temperate drinking. 

Although the District did not follow 
the country’s trend by showing a de- 
cline in total gallons of liquor taken, 
it did go along with the States in the 
matter of stills and distilleries raided. 

In the past year 45 distilleries and 68 
gtills were taken in Federal hauls, as 
contrasted with the 54 distilleries and 
90 stills smashed the year before. This 
decided decline is echoed in the reports 
from most of the other States. 

This section, however, again reversed 
the tendency of other localities in the 
matter of automobile seizures. Despite 
the fact that nearly 400 more persons 
were arrested by Federal agents, the 
number of cars taken dropped from 
477 in 1926-27 to 330 during the fiscal 
term just concluded. 

In the neighboring State of Mary- 
land, there was a heavy gain in the 
number of gallons which Federal 
agents consigned to a destination dif- 
ferent from that for which they were 
intended. 

In the past year 91.785 gallons were 

caught in Government dragnets, as 
compared with 82,336 the preceding 
period. Of the 91,785 gallons taken last 
year, 47,199 were spirituous and 44,586 
malt. 
* The year before the figures showed 
52,499 gallons of spirits and only 29.837 
gallons of malt products. Maryland 
ecustamers are thus apparently shifting 
in taste along with those of other 
States. 

In the number of stills and dis- 
tilleries seized, the State was about at 
a standstill. Only 323 stills were 
snared by the dry crusaders in 1927-28, 
as against 521 the year before, but the 
number of distilleries destroyed rose 
from 732 to 1,040, thus holding the 
balance approximately even. 

The persons arrested in Maryland, 
nowever, numbered 2,647 in the recent 
survey. while in: the year before they 
totaled only 1,739, a tendency similar 
to that in the District of Columbia. 
As opposed to the District’s record. 
however, automobile seizures last year 
increased to 208 from the 156 
grabbed the year before. 

Virginia’s record diverges somewhat 
from that of Maryland. Seizures of 
spirituous liquor rose from 21,193 dur- 
ing the 1926-27 period to 27,604 during 
the last year. Again the number of 
gallons of malt liquor netted by Com- 
missioner Doran's harriers increased. 
‘Where there were none in 1926-27, 
there were 1,100 gallons legally spilled 
the past year. oa 

A decline in still captures and a gain 
in distillery captures was also in evi- 
dence in the Old Dominion.

The 
preference given to Cuba in the reciprocity 
treaty is a just and wise arrangement, bene- 
ficial to both countries, and operating power. 
fully for order and peace in Cuba. The 
United States can not afford to take the risks 
that would be incurred in canceling 
reciprocity arrangement. Under Cuban 
iprocity, domestic sugar producers have 
reasonably protected. They want more 
tection, of course, but that is the case 
all industries. Political as well as economic 
considerations make it necessary that Cuba 
should be favored by a special tariff, so that 
America’s moral duty shall be performed 
while protecting American citizens. 

The moral duty of America in regard to 
the Filipinos should also be respected. This 
can be accomplished, however, without open- 
ing the American market without restriction 
to Philippine sugar producers, who are mostly 
Huropeans exploiting cheap lTilipino labor. A 
reasonable limitation, such as has been im- 
posed heretofore, should be applied, so that 
Americans in Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
mainland shall not be placed in direct com- 
petition with the cheap labor of 
Philippines. *

MERGER AND HIGHER FARES. 


The proposed merger of local traction com- 
panies remains one of the most important mat- 
ters confronting the Washington public. 
Whether or not the short session of Congress 
will act upon the proposition remains to be 
seen. Without doubt, however, it will be 
made one of the major local issues during the 
forthcoming session. During the summer sev- 
eral investigations of the agreement as pre- 
sented by the companies have been made. 
There is only the most remote possibility that 
these reports will make identical recommen- 
dations. In many respects it seems likely that 
the chances of effecting a merger at this date 
are not as good as they were formerly. Never- 
theless there is high hope that a plan can be 
evolved agreeable both to the companies and 
to the public, under which a merger of benefit 
to all will be consummated. 

Hearings upon the Capital Traction Co.’s 
petition for a fare increase now occupy 
attention. During hearings upon the merger 
agreement, traction officials warned the public 
that unless mergers were effected it would be 
necessary to petition for higher fares. There 
is no reason to believe that the warning was 
_ issued as a threat. The Capital Traction Co. 
' has not been earning the return to which, un- 
a der court rulings, it is entitled. At present, 
' however, the fare increase shouid not be con- 
_ sidered the paramount consideration. If the 
_ forthcoming session should ratify the merger 
agreement, or produce a satisfactory plan 
under which merger can be consummated, the 
Capital Traction Co.'s financial difficul- 
ties will be solved, and the rate of fare will

The ques- 
tion is whether or not the commission shall 
try to force the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co, to become party to the fare increase 
application, and whether, if it does so, the 
latter company is bound to enter into the nego- 
tiations. Obviously an increase to one com- 
pany would do it little good, if the public 
could patronize another at a cheaper fare. 


MR. HUGHES AND THE WORLD COURT. 


Whether they favor the adherence of the 
United States to the world court or not, 
Americans generally are gratified by the elec- 
tion of Charles E. Hughes to a judgeship in 
that court. They note with satisfaction the 
high fegard in which Mr. Hughes is held 
abroad, as manifested by the vote of the 
League of Nations in electing him. Americans 
feel that Mr. Hughes will contribute to the 
stability ‘and prestige of that court by his 
learning and high character, 

The problems with which the court deals 
are not American problems, nor problems of 
the New World. No question or dispute in- 
volving western nations has been submitted 
to the court, although there is no reason why 
Latin-American governments should not re- 
sort to the court if they can agree to do so. 
The ligament that attaches the court to the 
League of Nations is such, however, that Kuro- 
pean governments prefer to fight shy of pos- 
sible conflict with the United States in matters 
affecting this The league 
cil’s reply to Costa Rica, relating to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, is an illustration of this attitude. 

It is assumed in some quarters that the 
decisions of the world court are accepted as 
law by the nations composing the League of 
Nations. This is not the case. The decisions, 
while no doubt persuasive, have no binding 
effect except upon the parties submitting a 
specific question to the court, and then only 
as to that specific question. Since the United 
States is not a party to any case dealt

It would be difficult to convince the 
listener-in who is baffled by static when he 1s 
absorbed in a program of superlative interest, 
or when he is listening to the "political candi- 
date seeking make the worse appear the 
better reason, that static is one of the great 
diviners of nature. 

Science comes forth with the statement that 
for long years the principle of static has been 
very useful to. the electric companies. A 
lightning flash produces static, which can be 
detected 300 miles away. The herald of its 
oncoming is the surge of static. This is nuw 
caught by a radio device, and the lighting 
company is advised that a storm is coming. 
As a storm always makes the city darker and 
calls for more lighting, the peak load current 
is then thrown on the wires and the city 1s 
kept illuminated under stress, whéreas with- 
out such warning, the lighting would be in- 
sufficient, and would fail, 

The Weather Bureau cooperates in this busi- 
ness. When the static announcement is re- 
ceived, that bureau locates the storm and 
advises the lighting company as to about the 
time>-of its arrival over the city. 

A Federal Radio Commissioner remarks con- 
cerning the announcement of static that when 
nature does broadcasting she does it on a grand 
scale. Every lightning flash liberates about 
500,000,000 watts, and in the summertime, 
when lightning of evenings is prevalent in 
many places, the discharge of static accounts 
for bad radio reception. 

With an understanding of the part that 
static plays in aiding in the lighting of cities, 
perhaps some of the opprobrium visited upon 
it may be turned to praise,

STREETS OF GLASS. 


While streets of gold have been held out 
as a celestial prospect, streets of glass have 
not quite the same appeal. The scientist who 
predicts glass streets also foretells the use of 
glass for furniture and plumbing. For the 
former use the novelty interest and value 
might be great, provided the furniture of the 
supposedly fragile material, were in fact break- 
proof. Glass sinks for the kitchen and simi- 
lar accessories might also be judged desirable. 

There does not appear to be any demand for 
glass roofs for domiciles and glass pavements 
for streets, nor does it appear that substitu- 
tion of glass for the ueful materials of common 
employment could be hailed as an economic 
saving. Glass does not come in the “raw” 
state. Its fabrication is a process which might 
be found too costly for the newer uses that 
were suggested at the meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Industry. Publicity is an excellent 
thing for any business, and the glass interests 


deserve as.much as any other, in order that. 


their enterprise shall be given attention for 
the public. The- widening of the field for the 


use of glass, if made, would ramify through a 


number of industries and provide new forms of 
employment for many per mee

Reading the defense by Chief Examiner 
Edson of the civil service rules regard- 
ing political activity, I recall an intef- 
view I had on that occasion with Mr. 
Roosevelt when he was chairman of the 
commission. A campaign was about to 
open, and the commission promulgated 
a series of regulations putting a pad- 
lock on the mouths of Government 
employes. In the course of the inter- 
view Mr. Roosevelt undertook to de- 
foiad the regulations as being in the 
interest of employes, but finally admit- 
ted they were of no binding force and 
would be upset by a court should the 
matter ever be brought up for judicial 
adjudication. I asked him if he in- 
tended to take any part in the cam- 
paign.

I 
then asked him if he thought it proper 
to close the mouth of a clerk,in his 
bureau while he spread his in behalf 
of his party. “No,” he said; “if the 
rule holds good in the one case it 
ought to hold good in the other.

ANNAPOLIS HOTEL 
OULD 10 WARDMAN 


Property Disposed of at Auc- 
tion for $1,753,625, or 
$80,000 Above Trusts. 


COURT APPEAL IGNORED 


With only one bidder against him, 
Harry Wardman yesterday bought the 
Annapolis Hotel at public auction for 
$1,753,626.25. This figure represented 
only $80,000 above the two encum- 
brances on the structure, and included 
th? building, containing 400 hotel 
rooms, and twelve stores on the ground 
floor, furnishing and equipment. 

The sale was held despite the steps 
taken Friday by Brooks 8S. Hutchinson 
and M. L. Hutchinson, administrators 
for the estate of Clyde E. Hutchinson, 
who formerly owned the property, when 
they petitioned the District Supreme 
——" to halt the foreclosure proceed- 
ngs, 

The suit was directed against the 
Annapolis Co., Edmund D. Rheem and 
Luther B. Swartzell, trustees; John H. 
Holmead and Henry J. Robb trustees; 
Thomas P. Bones, Harry Wardman, 
Jumes D. Hobbs, Cohen C. Arnold, the 
Wardman Construction Co., the Balti- 
more Trust Co., the Hutchinson Coal 
Co., Of Fairmont, W. Va., and the Bank 
of Pittsburgh, all of whom held interest 
In the property. 

In their petition the administrators 
declared the hotel. as an operating 
concern, was worth $2,750,000. 


Last Payment Overdue. 


The first trust on the building, as 
given by Vernon G. Owen, auctioneer, 
is $1,250,000 at 614 per cent due Febru- 
ary 15, 1929, and a second myprtgage of 
which $423,626.25 remains unpaid, at 
6 per cent payable $5,000 per month 
including interest, until March 1, 1930, 
and $7,500 per month thereafter. The 
monthly payment of $5,000 under the 
second deed trust, due August 15 last, 
has not been paid, according to the 
auctioneer. 

James D. Hobbs, of the Wardman 
Construction Co., made the first’ bid 
for the equity tn the building, 
he offered $50,000. 


Small Bids Offered. 


The auctioneer, after calling for 
other bids, was about to close the sale, 
when he was given a bid of $51,000 by 
a heavy-set man in the small crowd of 
spectators, who refused to give his 
name. 

The bidding then swung upward 
with the unknown individual boosting 
the $5,000 bids of Mr. Wardman, by 
$1,000, until the building was knocked 
down to the builder for 880,000, sub- 
ject to the two trusts 

The Annapolis Hotel was erected by 
Mr. Wardman in 1923-24, and has a 
frontage of 200 feet on H street, 112 
feet on Eleventh street and 106 feet 
on Twelfth street, a total area of 22,018 
square feet.

ID you ever play the “Game of 
D Clouds?”” To do s0, you need 4 
cloudy sky, the more clouds the 
better. Each person who plays it looks 
at the clouds, and tries to see the form 
of some being or object he knows. 
Then he calls out:

The fancy of the ancients turned this 
star group into the figure of a goat. 


You may have fun playing that 
game, especially if there are breezes 
which switch the clouds around a good 
deal. I think that you will be aston- 
ished to see how many “pictures” you 
will be able to make out. 


Visits Among the Stars 


“THE HORNED GOAT.” 


The ancient Greeks used to play the 
same sort of game amid the stars. 
They looked at this group of stars, or 
at that, and said that they looked like 
animals, people or other objects. 

One. star group they called “Capri- 
cornus.” In our language, the name 
means “Horned Goat.” 

The stars in that group do not make 
an exact image of a goat, but the Greek 
fancy filled in the parts of the out- 
line which nature left empty. 

This is a fine time to look at the 
horned goat. You may find him in 
the early evening. Since the moon is 
not now flooding light on the heavens, 
the stars may be better scen. 

All told, the figure of the goat is made 
up of 51 stars, but they are not very 
bright stars, and some of them are so 
faint that they do not deserve a place 
on a diagram of the figure. 

In trying to find the horrfed goat, 
it may help you first to look at the 
Milky Way. The horned goat ts in the 
southwestern quarters of the sky. It 
does not touch the Milky Way 

If you face the southwest, the horned 
goat will be on the right side of the 
Milky Way. It contains three stars 
which are more bright than .the rest.

OREST HILLS, N. Y.., Sept. 10 

(A.P.).—Upsets took a heavy toll 

as the forty-seventh National 
Men's’ Tennis Championship opened 
here today. The United States forces 
suffered the heaviest blow in the sen- 
Sational elimination of John Hennessey, 
the first seeded American player. 

“Smiling John,” veteran of Davis Cup 
play, was beaten by Dr George King, of 
New York, in straight sets, 7i—5, 6—4, 
6—-4. His sudden rout dumbfounded a 
gallery of 3,000 persons, who had con- 
sidered Hennessey and George Lott the 
two players in the tournament capap!le 
of stopping the French led by Henri 
Cochet. 

Lott and Cochet advanced without 
difficulty, the young Chicago Davis Cup 
player defeating Pierre Landry, a 
French newcomer, 6—3, 6—2, 3— 6, 
6—1, while Cochet won under wraps 
from Tommy Wilber, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., 6—0, 6—2, 6—1., 


Dr. King, who is ranked No, 12 in 
the country while Hennessey is No. 
5, always has been a dangerous foe 
and today he was in top form. Yet 
few, if any, consider him as strong 
a threat to the French as Hennessey 
was. He is in the same half of the 
draw with Cochet and will meet 
him in the semifinals if both get 
that far. 


The burly @octor appeared to take 
the happy-go-lucky Hoosier by sur- 
prise Under his steady pounding from 
back court and net, Hennessey’s game 
600n crumbled. His ground strokes 
were weak and erratic. As he tried un- 
der the strain his aim waxed worse. 

Almost before the crowd was aware 
of what was taking place, King had 
won the first set at 7—5, piercing Hen- 
nessey'’s delivery at deuce in the elev- 
enth game for the only service break 
of the set and then taking his own also 
at deuce. Again in the fifth game of 
the second set King cracked Hen- 
nessey’s service, but John came right 
back in the next game to return the 
compliment and they were even at 
three all. But King crashed through 
in the next for the break that brought 
him the set, 6—4. 


The husky and tireless doctor 
was going at full tilt in the tast 
set, while Hennessey, faltering and 
leg weary, was playing desperately 
for this set. Winning it would have 
gained him the intermission in 
which to recover some of his 
strength. 


But he couldn’t keep the doctor 
away. Following his shots to the net 
for smashes, Dr. King swept into a 
4—1 lead before Hennessey could stop 
him. With the count 5—3 against him 
Hennessey was at match point in the 
tenth game but fought it off. forcing 
King into an error and then pulling 
Out the game. The end came in the 
mext. however, when King, serving, 
rolled up a 40-love count. dropped a 
point, then took the match.

birdies on the fourth and thirteenth 
holes with his putter. Johnston's play, 
on the other hand, was marked by a 
series of sensational recoveries.

To Hospital, 


Youth to Cell

mistic, because of the vagaries of radio 
no one really knows what will happen 
in the District when the new plan 
goes into effect until it is tried out. 

' For instance, as suggested by Mr. 
Guthrie, stations using the same fre- 
quency as WRC are KFWB in Hollywood, 
Calif., 1,000 watts, and alternately 
KPSN, of Pasadena, 1,000 watts. Also 
KLDS, at Independence, Mo., 1,000 
watts, dividing time with WHB, Kan- 
sas City, 1,000 watts. Also KGHL, at 
Billings, Mont., 250 watts. 

It is not probable the California or 
Montana stations will bother Washing- 
ton, but it is believed the Missouri 
stations might cause a heterodyne 
whistle on WRC’s wave in certain parts 
of the country. 


Some Interesting Experiments. 


Likewise, the new frequency of WRC 
is only separated from the now fre- 
quency of KDKA by 30 kilocycles, and 
it may give listeners with less selective 
sets difficulty in separating them. 

Another interesting thing will be to 
hear what happens when WTFF, with 
10,000 watts power, broadcasts on cx- 
actly the same frequency with KSTP, 
also using same high power of 10,- 
000 watts, at St. Paul, only 924 miles 
away. Inasmuch as 500-watt stations 
between New Orleans and Buffalo, for 
instance, have been known to .inter- 
fere with each other, it would seem, 
unless the high frequency makes a 
difference, that WTFF and KSTP would 
conflict. 

Space does not permit going into the 
national situation, but some of the 
principal changes may be of interest to 
Washingtonians. WEAF has had its 
frequency changed from 610 to 660 
kilocycles. While the commission re- 
cently passed a_ resolution § limiting 
power to 25,000 watts, it is believed 
WEAF may continue operating on 
50,000 watts On an experimental basis, 
but this is not certain. 

The same holds with WJZ on 30,000 
watts, the frequency having been 
changed from 660 to 760 kilocycles. 
WOR at Newark retains both its 5,000 
watts power and present frequency of 
710 kilocycles. These are all full-time 
cleared channels. : 


Baltimore Station Change. 


Station WBAL, Baltimore, was moved 
10 kilocycles, from 1,050 to 1,060, and 
retains its 5,000-watt power assign- 
ment, but must share time with WTIC, 
at Hartford, Conn.
